rotate about one of the minimum diameters 
(that is, of course, a diameter about which 
the moment of inertia Is a maximum), the 
solid shows that when spin is applied the 
equilibrium is unstable.

Environment, which means proper edu- 


cation and precepts. Is tbe factor which 
decides whether the boy of unusual mental 
and physical energy becomes a law maker 
or breaker. 


These are the conclusions of crimino'o- 


gists who have just completed a most ex- 
haustive quest for information concerning 
the source of criminal tendencies in penal 
institutions in eastern states. Thej refuse 
to believe that heredity has an> important 
bearing upon the future of a child. 


Environment, however, exercises such a 


marked influence over a boy or girl that it 
Is suggested that the only solution of the 
crime problem is the Improvement of con- 
ditions under which children are brought 
into the world and educated. 


Conclusions of two physicians who had 


a part in reaching these conclusions may 
bo found in reports made by Dr. Edith R- 
Spaulding, resident physician for the re- 
formatory for women at South Framing- 
ton. Mass.. and Dr "William Healy, director 
of the Juvenile Psychopatnic Institute, 
Chicago. Their reports are based upon a 
careful study of 1,000 young criminals of 
both sexes. 


Drs. Spaulding and Healy analyzed the 


whole thousand cases in a paper read be- 
fore the American Academy of Medicine 
in Minneapolis and now just published in 
pamphlet form. 


"In no one case o*f the thousand," they 


say. "have we been able to discover evi- 
dence of anti-social tendencies in succeed- 
"ig ffTKTStiop" without Rl«o find?p* under- 
lying trouble of a physical or mental na- 
ture, or such striking environmental faults 
or maladjustments as oftea develop delin- 
quency in the absence of defective inheri- 
tance." 


They say there is much evidence of the 


Indirect inheritance of criminal-tendencies 
—that is to say, a child born of criminal 
parents is almost certain to be brought up 
in an environment that would tend to 
make him a criminal even if he had been 
born of the most moral parents, disease in 
the parents is often inherited and often 
lends to crime: disease may also, though 
not transmitted to children, produce a 
weak constitution, a stunted mental or 
physical 
development that, 
given 
the 


proper environment, will produce a crim- 
inal. 


It is impossible to say where heredity 


leaves off and environment begins 
' With 


inherited imbecility, no environment could 
make a good citizen. On the other hand, 
if a normal individual fere brought up 
in dives of vice from infancy, with no 


moral enlightenment, he, too, would bt ft 
poor type of citizen." 


They regard habitual drnnkenne«* as 


an expression of nervous weakness which 
may be either inherited or-acquired. Com- 
menting on one of the cases that seemed 
suggestive of criminal inheritance, tipj 
say. 


"The boy, however, suddenly wakefl up 


in the midst of his atrocious environment, 
broke up bU gang, reformed the worst 
member of it and thereby upset our evi- 
dence that.he had inherited any criminal 
tendencies. This made us skeptical about 
acceptance of "proof in the future." 


Drs. Spanlding and Healy note two fac- 


tors in producing young criminals that 
sometimes run in families and that are 
factors of genius as -well as of crime. 
These are superabundant energy and lack 
of Inhibitions. The first, with ideal en- 
vironment and wise guidance, will make 
a man a valuable member of society, but 
with sepression and undesirable associates 
is,likely to make a criminal. The second 
manifests itself in a spirit of abandon and 
absence of fear that make its subjects 
seek adventure.

to any kind of bridles, and particularly to

Music alone would not strain * 


bridge enough to injure it materially, but a 
regiment of troops keeping step to music 
when crowing a suspension orjgge would 
subject it to a rery terere strain. Conse- 
quently, it Is customary to stop the music 
before droops reach the bridges, and let the 


men break step, and march more or less 
irregularly. 


"The reason for all this is obvious. The 


structure naturally will suffer least strain 
when at rest TTben in uniform motion the 
bridge acquires a momentum equal to its 
entire suspended weijrht multiplied by the 
velocity of the motion. It is

that, in the case of a heavy structure, a 
uniform downward vibration, be it ever so 
email, would develop a momentum of many 
tons In the direction of a breaking strain.

f f OWEVEK much we decry war and Its horrors, I believe one 
I—I of Its compensations will be a stronger, better race of men, 
•*- -*• In spite of the awful heartaches that come to men In leaving 
their families and having their natural ties broken, there is certain 
Inspiration in the thought that on the courage and dexterity of its 
armed men depends the future integrity of the various European 
countries. 


Woman's outlook and opportunities are to be enlarged. Thou- 


sands of responsibilities are already to be thrust 011 the shoulders 
of myriads of women, responsibilities they have never known, or 
only In a small degree. In England women are replacing men In 
factories and doing work they have never attempted before. These 
positions are being offered to them at men's wages, a higher scale 
than women have ever known. 


In Germany great numbers of women are doing service as street 


cap conductors, motor men, guards at railway stations and eveB 
railroad conductors. The schools are being closed and every avail- 
able inch of land is being tilled aud cultivated by the women and 
the children. As the war goes on more and more will women be 
yoked to toil and forced to try themselves in new occupations. 


Hundreds of others are learning lessons of self-reliance and 


steeling their nerves on battlefields as Red Cross, nurses and in 
hospitals. Women and society both will pay the price of these 
added responsibilities they are forced to accept I believe this is 
a terrible catastrophe which will not be righted readily. 


I honestly believe that too many women are already doing work 


that men should be doing for them. This is a fact in America and 
certainly will be truer in Europe as a result of the war. 
Many 


dire results must come through women trying to do men's worS. 
Any kind of work which overtaxes woman's strength means weak- 
ening of her strength and the vitality of the future. In many 
kinds of work it weakens the quality of the work and the general 
standard of efficiency-

The Baroness Sylvaine had many thrill- 


ing adventures while encircling the globe. 
She hobnobbed with a Zulu chief and made 
such an impression that she can become one 
of his wives any time she wants -to settle 
down in Africa. She also won the admira- 
tion of an Indian rajah by her ease in the 
saddle. And she was arrested as a spy in 
Bussla, 


Pmbably the most exciting cf tier ad- 


venture? occurred in the China Sea, where 
the baroness was Instrumental in saving an 
English steamer from being sunk by the 
German cruiser Emden. At the time she 
was the only woman passenger on the 
steamer Lai Sang of the Indo-China tine, 
which was bound from Singapore to Hong- 
kong. 


The Emden overhauled the Lai Sang 


after firing several shots across her bow. 
All of the English steamer's passengers 
were ordered to take to small boats, a* it 
was the intention of the warship's com- 
mander to sink his prize. 


"I have a woman aboard," replied the 


captain of the English boat "She is an 
American citizen." 


The commander of the Emden was 


chivalrous. He sent back word that he did 
not want to force a woman to take to the 
small boats. The Lai Sang was allowed to 
proceed.

Charles Darwin said that up to the age

Later he be- 
came so absorbed in his investigations he 
had little time for other things. 


Gradually he found his senses were dor- 


mant and his mind had grown dali He 
recommended that even the scientist should 
enjoy a certain amount of music, drama 
and poetry at least once a week- These are 
grave words, coming from a scientist I 
hold ti« sa=« is tr^e for tte •»rs=--st- K 
he would be successful and have a full un- 
derstanding of life he must hav<> a knowl- 
edge of all science. Whatever kind of a 
play a man may write, it mrnt be Inter- 


by others. This can be done In one 


of three ways. The visualists interpret 
plays according to what may be seen; 
others by what they hear. Then come the 
mottles, who are developing with the rag- 
time emotion.

Beyond these senses there is another, 


which is hard to define, but which mani- 
fests itself in hypnotism and in mental 
telepathy. 
The possibility of one mind 


sending thought waves might seem ridicu- 
lous to the skeptical mind if it were not 
that the wireless IB calm weather and In 
tempestuous seas can flasfc messages from 
One end of the world to the other.

Then 
were few such past masters of thought 
readers and hypnotic subjects as wu Pro- 
fessor Bishop. There was no fake to the 
man. He was a neurotic and succeeded 
in getting these wonderful demonstrations 
by relaxing his whole being to a point 
where his mind became a sensitive plate. 
One of his best demonstrations was to have 
one or more persons in the audience select 
something of interest in the audience, snch 
MS a hat umbrella or some other equally 
unimportant object Blindfolded, he would 
take a man and. by the reading of the 
tbots&t '«£') -'•£ to *h« obj«rt without 
little effort. 


One of his most splendid demonstrations 


was his finding a surgical needle which 
had been hid by a committee of five high 
up in a haystack. Bishop was blindfolded. 


and in this way drove a team of horses 
through crowded streets way out into the 
country. He stopped at a farmhouse. He 
climbed up a ladder, leading one of the 
men with him. He found the needle hid 
In the haystack with little difficulty. 


This demonstration was made at a ter- 


rible price. He went Into a cataleptic fit 
and it required two doctors' skill to bring 
him out of this neurotic condition. During 
this spell he described the many difficul- 
ties he encountered in going through the' 
streets.

The red color, according to the

The most luxurious train in Europe, 


a veritable palace on wheels, says a 
contributor to Tit-Bits, Is that which 
the kaiser uses when he travels be- 
tween Berlin and the fighting line.

and of these four are reserved for 
the emperor and his suite, and the 
other two are used for kitchens.

President Churchill of the X«w York City 
board of education. In which he said that 
most city school systems are under the 
"college fetich," Cox said: 
"Tes, that Is true to a certain extent. 


That 1*, In th* seventh and eighth grade* 
of th* grammar schools and in all the 
cla**e* In th* high schools. 
But here's 


the anmrcr to that. While less than four 
out of every hundred children who enter 
the first grade ev*r go to college, even- 
mother in the land want* her boy to be 
president, or a physician, or a lawyer 
or some such thing. 


VOCATIONAL WORK SCORED. 


"Ton . never hear of a mother "having 


ambition* for her son as a plumber or 
carpenter. Th* result I* that there i* 
very little- demand for vocational work 
in onr schools.

10,000 children show up there on opening 
day?

They are only 
half filled, while the remainder of th* 
school 1* overcrowded."

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Tale of Two Cities 


WRITTEN ANEW 


In Controversies

IAN FRANCISCO. May 22.— 


In the course of the pending 
inquiry by the State Railroad 
Commission concerning the 
value of the Peoples Water 
Company plant, J. B. Lippin- 
coit, the eminent hydraulic 
engineer of Los Angeles, en- 
gaged in a lively tilt with 
Charles S. Wheeler oi counsel 
for Rudolph Spreckels. Mr. 
Lippincott on the witness 


stand volunteered the somewhat sweeping state- 
ment that "no public utility corporation can get a 
square deal in California at present." 


Wheeler caught him up on that dictum at once 


and pressed him to declare himself definitely with 
regard to the courts of justice which in the final 
resort settle the disputes between the corporations 
and the local governing bodies. What Mr. Lippin- 
cott had in mind was that queer process which 
Meyer Lissner describes as "rate-fixing by hunch." 
San Francisco and Los Angeles are both painfully 
familiar with that process and its expensive and 
discouraging consequences. Lissner, describing the 
method, explains that "councilmen, who have their 
ears to the ground and think they correctly inter- 
pret the rumblings they hear, out of an excess of 
political zeal have nearly always refused to approve 
of the more moderate reductions recommended, 
but have been in the habit of taking matters into 
their own hands and fixing rates by guess-work 
'instead of upon the basis of scientific investigation 
and calculation. When the utility companies have 
taken the rates into court as confiscatory the coun- 
cil has only then commenced to look around for an 
expert and usually they sought one who would 
agree in advance to bolster up the council's case. 
In this they have been always disappointed with 
the result that successive city attorneys have been 
directed by the city's governing body to fight hope- 
less cases much to the disgust of the legal depart- 
ment." 


All this might have been written about San Fran- 


cisco and the costly and protracted litigation in 
which the political zeal of our supervisors have in- 
volved the city. Under this method the city has 
been involved in continuous litigation—one luxuri- 
ous lawsuit after another—ever since 1903. I cail 
this litigation luxurious because it involved the em- 
ployment on either side of a flock of $10,000 ex- 
perts to appraise the value of the Spring Valley 
water supply plant. It took eight years to reach a 
decision of the trial court in the first of these law- 
suits. There were eighteen tall volumes of testi- 
mony in the case, and the boys used to say that 
Charley Gagan, the shorthand reporter, would have 
to take a reservoir for his pay. 
Both Sides Won 


A queer thing happened then. When Judge Far- 


rington rendered his decision in the first of these 
suits both parties to the litigation claimed the vic- 
tory, something that never happened before in the 
history of the courts. More strange yet it now de- 
velops that neither side valued their "victory" suf- 
ficiently to have it entered and recorded. A court 
decision in that anomalous condition is a dead duck 
and this appears to be the net result of the eight 
years' litigation. Last week City Attorney Long 
was apologizing for the failure of his office to 
record the judgment and it now appears that in his 
opinion the city really lost the suit notwithstand- 
ing the loud official claim of victory on the morn- 
ing after. From the present status of the argument 
it would seem that both sides lost. 


The whole proceeding was characterized by gro- 


tesque perplexities that might profitably be set to 
music for opera bouffe. There was a city ordinance 
enacted to fix -water rates for a single year and no 
more. Seven years after this ordinance was dead 
from natural causes the court rendered-a decision 
concerning its validity. Now it seems that nobody 
can say just what was done with the corpse. At- 
torney "Daniel O'Connell declares that City Attorney 
Long ought to at least have given the remains de- 
cent burial. Just now it seems that the officials are 
holding a sort of belated wake. 


But this indecisive action is only one of many. 


Every year since 1903 one of these suits has been 
instituted and they continue to drag their slow 
length along in dismal funeral procession—these 
coroner's inquests on dead laws. Of such are some 
of the results of ''rate-making by hunch." 
One Way to Sell Bonds 


In despair of accomplishing anything by the old- 


fashioned plan of regulating water rates by inquest, 
officials who want to make a record of constructive 
work naturally turn to the Hetch Hetchy- project 
for water supply. Here they are at once confronted 
by the fact that the municipal bonds authorized for 
this purpose bearing 4^4 per cent interest are unsal- 
able at par which the law requires. Jt would be 
necessary to pay a very considerable bonus to mar- 
ket the issue. To meet this difficulty Rudolph 
Sprcckels has introduced to the public consciousness 
an ingenious nightmare of figures outlining a plan 
by which the bonus can be disguised in the less 
questionable shape of interest. Spreckels proposes 
to organize a syndicate to bay the whole issue of 
543,000.000 at par at once. The city would need 
only a small part of the money to begin operations 
and would deposit the unused part in the banks at 
2 per cent interest. I quote the printed description 
-if the working of the plan in these words: 


"The purchasing syndicate would receive 4',- per 


cent op the entire §43.000.00C it loaned to the city 
and would regain possession of the deposited por- 
tion of the money by paying ~2.\* per cent. In other 
words, it would be getting 2 p*er ceni on a certain 
number of million dollars which it would still have 
in its own possession."

borrowing and reborrowing, and to the plain man it 
looks like financial ghost dancing. The alternative 
appears to be the payment of a bonus of more than

prove "so far as the borrowers end of the bargain 
is concerned. A contemporary statement issued by 
the Wells-Fargo Nevada National Bank of this city 
says: "Various States and municipalities will be in 
the market for new capital before long. Owing to 
the large output of foreign government loans of- 
fered at prices showing an investment yield of 5 or 
6 per cent it is evident that the new security issues 
must show a pretty generous return in order to at- 
tract investment. 
The Social Melting Pot 


The sorrowful perplexities of the "hostesses" 


who dispense and supervise the hospitalities of the 
exposition find relief in an elaborate, printed lament 
embodying a code of table manners and other habits 
of good society. We are left to infer that this code 
should be enclosed with every invitation to an ex- 
position function, for short of such convincing aiiJ 
persuasive measures it is not clear how the sorrows 
of the hostesses are to be assuaged. 
One learns 


from this candid code that "it is all right many 
times to seek an invitation for yourself * * - 
but do not try to ring in the entire family or all 
your friends." In fine, don't be a hog, but of course 
the ladies are too polite to use such harsh words. 


These much-troubled "hostesses"—we may not 


call them entertainers, for that term has acquired 
a dubious significance—these supervisorial ladies I 
say in the course of their exposition of the man- 
ners of the "best" people have included by way of 
illustration an episode of distressing social charac- 
ter which is thus described by them: 


"At one of the exposition dinners now gone down 


to fame, the wife of a certain commissioner was 
seated between two empty chairs. She was a tem- 
pery person at best and she was ruffled to such a 
degree that all around her were made uncomfort- 
able." 


Nobody seems to have thought of the easy ex- 


pedient of moving up a seat or two, but possibly the 
neighborhood of the "tempery" lady was not invit- 
ing, and she, poor thing, in her embarrassing isola- 
tion, was left in doubt whether she was expected to 
eat three dinners or occupy three seats—an intol- 
erable reflection on her bulk. Altogether it was a 
social catastrophe precipitated by the rudeness of 
two male guests who accepted invitations and failed 
to connect. Pity the sorrows of a hostess confronted 
by a social emergency which she is too tame to meet 
in the obvious way. 


This amusing code gees on to prescribe that "if 


you are one of several brothers, all married, state 
explicitly which brother you are and your address 
when you accept or reject an invitation." Presum- 
ably some sort of family tree for the enlightenment 
of hostesses should go with all answers to invita- 
tions to world's fair functions. But why should 
anybody regret an invitation? They might refuse 
an invitation, but to say that they regret it would 
be to cast an imputation on the standing and good 
faith of the sender. 


Here is some advice on the best way to meet an 


occasion of social perplexity: "If you have never 
baen presented to the woman you are assigned to 
take in to dinner, do not stand in the middle of the 
room and lament the fact, but go quietly and ask 
some one to present you or at least point her out 
to you." 


Obviously in such case it would not be polite to 


call a "bellhop and have the missing lady "paged," 
and yet it might seem that these embarrassing so- 
cial emergencies all belong to the class which the 
hostesses were officially designed to overcome. 
They do not seem to realize that in the social melt- 
ing pot of a great world's fair gathering the peo- 
ples from the four corners of the globe they are 
supposed to be the flux to amalgamate the human 
jumble. It takes all kinds of people to make a 
world's fair. 


While the hostesses' code offers a liberal educa- 


tion in dinner manners, there is a crying failure of 
information on how to behave at a "souper dan- 
sant," which appears to be the most recent form of 
social activity at the fair. Dansants we know be- 
cause the gushing sisterhood have told us at con- 
siderable length but souper—what? It must be 
that souper is Market street French for supper. In 
society we no longer sup. We soup. 


The social pace is hot and growing hotter, so 


that even with the help of the hostesses' code of 
etiquette it is difficult to keep in the movement 
The outlandish souper dansant is now supplemented 
by the "cafeteria luncheon," where the host invites 
hi? guests to help themselves to a trayful selected 
from a plentiful array of steam tables and you don't 
have to pay the girl at the counter. 
The Way of the Graduate 


An examination of the graduating lists for Stan- 


ford University discloses some interesting educa- 
tional tendencies which are probably characteristic 
of the trend of thought in other American institu- 
tions of learning. At the outset we learn that Latin 
and Greek are completely out of favor with

Again in that mysterion domain vaguely 
called psychology the only bachelor of arts was a 
woman. There are two women philosophers and 
only one man. Rah! Rah! Rah! 
War Zone About the Fair 


On the fringe of the world's fair the gamblers 


and the bunko steerers have created a sort of war 
zone where the innocent visitor from the country 
enters at his own proper peril. To people \vho are 
conversant with police methods the symptoms are 
eloquent by "protection." One recent case where a 
patrolman found himself in flat conflict with his 
chief raises some curious questions. The patrolman 
arrested one Howard on the somewhat vague charge 
of "misconduct on a public street" committed some- 
where in the outer purlieus of the fair. The nature 
of this "misconduct" has not been explained, as 
Police Judge Oppenheim ilL-misseu the charge of his 
own motio'n by the direction of Chief 
of Police 


White without hearing the evidence. I do not ques- 
tion the justice of this action, but it is a strange 
assumption of jurisdiction where a police 
official 


undertakes to act as judge without any public hear- 
ing of evidence. 


Of course if Chief White was justified 
in 
his 


action the presumption follows that the patrolman 
was either grafting and blackmailing or was merely 
malicious. Whatever his motive the chief acted on 
the theory that there was something wrong and 
promptly transferred the delinquent patrolman to 
a beat "out in the fog" for the good of the sen-ice. 


Howard charged that he was approached by an 


attorney who offered to square the case 'for §50, 
which he had to split with the police. Howard ap- 
pealed to the chief and he had the patrolman "on 
the carpet," where after 
a private hearing he 


ordered the police judge to dismiss the case. 


At the same time the chief made a wholesale 


series of transfers from the north end district 
around the world's fair, where it is notorious that 
a number of gambling dens have been running wide 
open for the past two months. The transfers made 
by the chief are considered equivalent to an expres- 
sion of his belief that the police of the district were 
acting in collusion with the gamblers and further 
that where a man refused to "come through with 
his "bit" he was like to find himself arrested on a 
frivolous charge. The transfer plan appears to be 
the only available means of discipline or punishment 
and the suspected policemen continue members of 
the force without fear and without reproach. 
A Big and Growing Job 


The state railroad commission employs the largest 


official force in the service of this commonwealth. 
There are some 200 of these employes and one and 
all they get free transportation on the way to and 
from their work. It is said to cost the carriers 
something like $90,000 a year, and they are talking 
of contesting the law on the subject. 


The offices of the commission occupy three floors 


in the Commercial building on Market street. I 
presume likewise they have -off ice room in Sacra- 
mento and in Los Angeles. 
They employ a flock 


of office boys and fluffy haired stenographers and 
they all get free transportation. 


I would not be understood to hint that they don't 


earn their pay. I desire only to give some idea of 
the magnitude of the commission's job, which in- 
deed is growing daily. Already the scope of its 
operations transcends in extent everything in Cali- 
fornia except the work of the courts, and this when 
only a small beginning has been made on the job 
of fixing rates to be allowed for public service. This 
work has hitherto been done mostly by the local 
governing bodies, but the tendency is to put all 
these inquiries in the hands of the commission. 
which is equipped with a staff of experts in the 
valuation of such properties. 


It is in relation to the qualifications of these 


alleged experts that chiefly has criticism been di- 
rected at the work of the commission. They have 
a staff of kid engineers who never built anything 
employed as special experts to value great plants 
that cost millions to install. Commissioner Thelen 
the other day in a public address remarked that the 
interstate commerce commission employed thirty- 
two special examiners to take testimony, and he 
announced that California will require a consider- 
able staff of these to supplement the 
arduous 


labors of the commissioners. The commissioners 
now on the job cannot get around to the work that 
keeps piling up. We may conclude that the staff of 
expert witnesses and special examiners will see a 
large increase in the course of the next five years. 


Now the common carriers on whom falls 
the 


steadily increasing burden of free transportation 
for all these employes are preparing to contest tha 
right of the state to impose on them this burden. 
They base their contention on a recent decision 
written by Justice Hughes of the United States 
Supreme Court, which holds that carriers for hire 
cannot be compelled to carry persons or property 
without compensation. 


It is urged by the carriers that it is grossly un- 


just to them that employes- of the

It is now in fact a public utili- 


tu-» cumntinsion. but the railroads arc made lo bear 
most of the cost. 
A Sense of Artistic Waste 


it seems a pity that the stately pleasure domes 


and towers, the gilded palaces of the world's fair, 
should vanish at the end of a year as if they had 
been nothing more than the baseless fabric of a 
vision and this sense of artistic waste has inspired 
a movement to perpetuate the grace and beauty 
now expressed in staff and plaster. It is an in- 
teresting fact that the only permanent building 
erected under exposition management—the new 
civic auditorium—partakes in nothing of the airy 
fancies and statuesque groupings of the fair build- 
ings. The auditorium is heavy and common-place 
in style. Any S90 a month draughtsman 
could 


have designed the facade and in all probability 
would have produced about the same results. On 
the other hand the world's fair is a completely new- 
departure in American architecture. Half a dozen 
years ago it would have been popularly condemned 
and dismissed 
contemptuously as "gingerbread 


work." Nutt it in rtuuizeu tiuiL il.-> ueucaie lace-likrt 
effects and daring sculptures emulate the best 
traditions of Belgian and Venetian architecture. At 
least the Palace of Fine Arts might be preserved 
for the delight of future generations. Maybeck. 
the architect of this building, is quoted to the ef- 
fect that there is not marble enough in the world 
to reproduce it, but this sounds 
like nonsense 


There is natural travertine in Mono County suffi- 
cient to build a whole world's fair. 
Some Harbor Developments 


Recent harbor developments are important and 


some of them are of mixed concern for this city. 
For instance, it appears that the project for an 
interior harbor at Islais Creek will have to be 
abandoned because the $1.000,000 bond issue voted 
to buy the necessary lands for excavation will not 
be enough to pay for the property in question. 
There is no doubt that San Francisco badly needs 
an interior harbor protected from 
the southeast 


gales of winter. In fact the convex front presented 
by the seawall is altogether unscientific and in- 
vites danger from exposure to north and south 
winds sweeping up or down the 
bay. The only 


really safe harbor in this neighborhood is the Oak- 
land estuary. The big meat packers, Swift & Co., 
Miller & Lux and Armour, recognizing these con- 
ditions, are preparing to construct their own har- 
bor on the bay shore at South City immediately be- 
low our county line in San Mateo. They have al- 
ready started work and will spend millions on the 
project. 


A more important development arises out of the 


order made last week by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission empowering the railroads to charge 
against freight for interior points 75 per cent of 
the back haul on business originating in the east. 
The order of course is made so as to permit the 
railroads to recoup the loss on intercoast business 
due to water competition via the canal. . This order 
puts tidewater cities like San Francisco and Oak- 
land in a very strong position for the control of 
the jobbing trade because they will get low rates 
both by sea and land. 


Listen for a loud roar from Los Angeles over 


this order.- Under the ruling of the Interstate 
Commission that city is not entitled to terminal 
rates because it is not on tidewater. Wilmington 
and San Pedro are expressly mentioned in the order 
as terminal cities on tidewater, but nothing is said 
of Los Angeles, although the two harbor towns are 
municipally if not geographically a part of Los 
Angeles, although that city is in fact twenty-two 
miles from the sea in a direct line. If the railroads 
charge a back haul on Los Angeles freight the job- 
bers will all have to move to San Pedro. 


Coming nearer home, the important cities of 


Sacramento, Stockton and San Jose are not men- 
tioned in the terminal class, although they all claim 
to have some sort of connection with tidewater. A 
highly colored picture at the world's fair shows 
Alviso harbor floating a navy of yachts. 


This coast has not yet begun to reap the 
full 


benefit of water competition by the canal because 
the war in Europe has enormously increased the 
cost of sea tonnage. For instance our important 
trade in hemp with the Philippine Islands is prac- 
tically at a standstill because there is no commer- 
cial tonnage available. To meet this condition the 
War Department recently made an order .that the 
army transports might carry the hemp 
from 


Manila to this port, but as the government asked 
$8 a ton for the freight the shippers refused to pay 
that rate, which seemed exorbitant. In the mean- 
time there is a great scarcity of hemp in the local 
market and good rope stuff is selling for $30 a ton. 


The Islais Creek harbor proposition is compli- 


cated by the fact that a considerable part of the 
acreage consists of theoretical streets—that is u> 
say streets that appear on the map but being sub- 
merged have no existence as thoroughfares. Now 
if the city could legally donate these absurd streets 
to the state the money difficulty might be over- 
come, but it is said by lawyers that this cannot be 
done and it is insisted that the city must collect 
full compensation for the ground comprised in these 
theoretical streets. Thus the law enacted to pro- 
tect the city from the street stealers now returns 
to plague the inventor.

Just a rig- 
zagging procession of people running around in a circle contains no 
humor unless you have a story to back up your fun. 


There has yet to be written a good plotless comedy. It is not

Is a reason for that slap. There is no humor in seeing two qneerly 
dressed characters fall upstairs and tumble off the side of a building 
unless there Is some motive for their antics. 


A comedy is made up of complications, and upon the clerer ar- 


rangement of its plot and its unexpected finish depends the success 
of your story. These complications are developed along with the. 
plot They are a part of it Their mission Is to make your photo- 
play gain Its mission In life — that is, to carry a laugh v/ith it 


Why Many Comedie* Fafl. 


Lew Fields, who is one of the veteran comedians of the stage,

IOWA LEGISLATURE 


ENACTS GOOD^AUTO LAWS 
The legislature ot Iowa ended its ses- 


sion with a record of legislation on good 
roads and motor vehicles popular among 
the motorists and good roads enthusiasts 
of the state.

The 
new law provides that number plates 
ehall be issued only everv three years In- 
stead of every year, as at present. This 
will save the motorists the annual worry j 
over new number plates. The fees shall I 
be a lien upon the motor vehicles and I 
penaltis shall be collected for delinquen- j 
cy. Under the new law the plates may | 
be made at state institutions. The new 
law provides also that the state automo- 
bile department shall charge 50 cents, 
instead of tl. as at present, for extra 
number plates.

Word has Just been received in this 


city by C. W. Brooks. Dorrts distributor, 
of a remarkable flexibility motor test par- 
ticipated In recently by a new 
cylin- 


der Dorris. The trial was witnessed by 
three St. Louis newspaper men who ac- 
companied two Dorris factory experts. 


The purpose of the test, which was held 


through the crowded business streets of 
St. Louis, was to show the ease with 
which this new car could be handled in 
traffic without shifting gears, the car 
being controlled merely by regulation, of 
the gas throttle. 


The demonstration lasted for an hour 


and seventeen mlnutee and the total dis- 
tance traveled was 10.1 miles.

this time the car was In high gear and 
was kept so in spite of numerous twist 
turns in entering and .emerging from «on- 
gested traffic conditions. But a single 
stop was made and this became necessary 
because two large drays blocked the way 
at one point The start iras again made 
on the high speed.

Spokane Competition Decides 


Car Running Farthest in 


Low Gear. 


A low sear economy test was held last 


week at Spokane. Washington, under the 
auspices of the local automobile show 
management. 
Practically even' well- 


known make of car was entered In the 
contest and a great deal of public In- 
terest was aroused by the automobile 
ghow managers. The only condition Im- 
posed upon an entry of a car was that 
it should be a stock rr.odeL 


The competition was to decide which 


car could run farthest In low gearjon a 
quart of gasoline. A course w»s laid out 
which every driver had to follow. 00 that 
no machine could take advantage of 
favorable grades. 
The machines were 


started off two at a time at one minute 
intervals, after the mariner of the biff 
races. 
After all machines had gotten 


away from the -starting point the "race" 
was on. 
When every machine had given Ita few 


last gasps and then finally "died" from 
lack of gasoline. It was found that a 
Maxwell car claimed the title of economy 
champion—having made a record of four 
mllea and seventy-flve yards on but one 
quarter of a gallon of gasoline—and all 
on. low gear. That makes an average of 
over sixteen miles to the gallon on low- 
gear. It seems likely that long-distance 
record* -would have been broken had the 
content been for high gear work.

The report of the 
Alumni committee, which last week conferred with a like body of 
Stanford graduates, win be submitted to the executive committee thisj 
week. The result of the attempted arbitration Is already known to the 
public, but the official report is not ret in. It seema that the break is. 
as wide as ever and positive action wfll hare to be taken by the ex- 
.ecntive committee. 1 am waiting for their Instructions." This U the 
way Strond summed up the present situation. He continued: 
"When the students' executive committee meets during the coming

I 
The first program played at the fifth 
concert was devoted to the overtures and 
preludes of the various music dramas, 
and an excerpt from the gigantic fmole 
of "The Ring" and the funeral music 
from "'Dusk of the Gods " Dr. ""nek is 
admittedly a final authority on Wagner's 
music, and now that the venerable Eich- 
ter has retired from active life, he is the 
last of that group of the extraordinary 
conductars who drew their m«pirat!on 
from Beyrouth when it was at its high- 
est point of artistic value. Dr. Muck was. 
the first to carry the gospel of Wagner 
into Russia, which he d'd as a younp man 
and in his years of »«rvlc% in the Royal 
Opera In Berlin, the greater part of the 
Wagner performances were in his hands.

"The chief objection of women 
to 


country life, are usually, the generally 
small returna from farming, the drudgery 
of farm work, and the social isolation. 


"The Smith-Lever Act provides for 


extension work in agriculture and hohie 
economics, but It doea not specify what 
proportion of the funds shall be used 
In home economic*. Tbe state agricul- 
tural college extension directors are be- 
ing urged by women's organizations of 
various kinds to allot a certain speciflQ 
portion of tbe funds for work with wo- 
men. In view of this fact It is interest- 
ing to note the amount of money actu- 
ally being put into this work by the agri- 
cultural colleges, for the most part in 
co-operation with the Department of Ag- 
riculture, 


DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS. 


"Data taken from Hie records of the 


department and relating exclusively to 
work of this Wnd In the thirty-three 
northern and western states show tbe 
following distribution of funds:

The 
former amount is equal to 42 per cent 
of the Smith-Lever fund available this 
year for extension work In the thirty- 
three northern and western stales, while 
the latter Is more than three tiroes the 
entire Smlth-I>ver fund available to all 
of those states for the year 1914 -15.

MUST SOLVE PROBLEMS.

be solved by country women. The county 
agent movement in some section* of tb* 
north and west Btarted out primarily a* a 
dty man'* increment, but it-ha* suc- 
ceeded In exact proportion a* th* farmer* 
of th* county hav* taken hold of th* 
work and mad* It their own. 


"City women can help In the develop- 
ment of the forthcoming demonstration 
work In home economic* for country wo- 
men. One of the ways in which dty wo- 
men can b* of direct help in th* move- 
ment is through greater social inter- 
course with farm women, through direct 
purchase* of poultry, egg", butter, fresh 
and canned fruit* and vegetables and by 
co-operating with them In th* mainte- 
nance of rest rooms, nurmrlaa. etc., for 
farm women when they come to town. 
But what farm woman need and how to 
meet the** needs are matters which must 
be worked, out chiefly by farm women 
themselves. The critldam sometimes 
heard with reference to much of our 
home economic* teaching is that such 
teaching U done primarily from the 
standpoint of the town woman.

"Especially In tb* dhsfortlnt* of certain'

Ilk* Carnegi* and Rockefeller hav« «b-' 
joyed the adventitious effect of power!
